TTORNEY-General Wismer will have 
A earned the gratitude of a good many 
people in the province by declining 
to superimpose the undisguised cocktail 
bar on top of British Columbia's present 
out-of-date and prohibitionary liquor laws 
What is really needed is a new approach to 
the whole question, with modernization 
and modification of the present regulations 
While in some provinces this has been 
achieved, the Coalition Government can 
hardly be blamed for not wishing to begin 
such an undertaking in an election year 
The wise course now is to wait, and to draft 
a new law which will have the approval of 
most thinking people 
It is far easier to point to the defects of 
the present liquor contro! system than it is 
to -find specific remedies The “beer- 
saloon" on the traveled highway has not 
paid many dividends in human welfare 
The pretence at not drinking in public has 
been very thinly disguised, and the law is 
all too often evaded. T illegality of hav 
Ing liquid refreshment with meals, and 
vice versa, has long been anomalous and 


humanly absdird. The monopolizing of any 
part of ‘the field, as with beer, has simply 
not worked to the advantage of the people 
Over all, and perhaps the worst single fea- 
ture, is the implied suggestion of prohibi- 
tion, against which it is human nature to 
react. So much for the defects, and there 
are many 

No thinking person in British Columbia 
wants the return of the street-door saloon, 
with its concomitant evils. If cocktail 
bars had small excuse, and that will be the 
general view, the open saloon has none at 
all. It Should not be impossible, however 
to devise ways in which the freedom of 
public choice can be restored under modi- 
fied regulations, with some of the obnox- 
ious evils of the present system left out. To 
add wine to meals is not considered an of- 
fence in most parts of the world; why 
should it be here? No other country that 
one knows of enjoins drinking without 
meals. Obviously, too, the highway is a 
poor place for wide-open and licensed cor 
cessions The plebiscite suggestion is a 
good one and should be followed up

ERHAPS it depends on one’s con 

Science how a person greets a customs 

officer. If there is nothing to fear in 
the encounter the inspection may be merely 
a nuisance governments inflict on innocent 
travelers; if there is, the customs man may 
loom up as though he wore a police uni- 
form, and sometimes guilt is hard to dis 
semble. At best the customs service draws 
no cheers from its customers. The ter 
are always glad when the ordeal is over and 
they are free to proceed about their busi 
ness. 

Yet inspections of this nature could be 
much worse, and French customs officials 
opened up a grim vista recently when they 
threatened to go on strike. For it was to be 
no ordinary work stoppage. They would 
turn up for duty as usual—but they would 
reverse the usual routine. They would en 
force every last letter of the rules and 
regulations. One facetious official calcu 


will have enough officers at his disposal to 
provide for adequate coverage of the city 
and to bring some semblance of order Into 
the traffic melees that are a common oc 
currence at main intersections 

Among traffic problems needing immedi- 
ate attention is the matter of school zone 
policy, and the advice of the traffic detail 
should be of valuable assistance to the City 
Council. There should be no further delay

As the 
Alexander” boats in the past picked 
up a lot of the company's business in 
and out of Victoria, the ocean trip at 
one time being a “must” with Cana- 


, dian travelers, especially among those 


who hailed from the Prairie sections, 
it might well be that Victoria will 
again be included—as it also had some 
appeal to the folk from the South asa 
port of call—when the service is again 
resumed 

It is the Intention of Mr. Alexander 
and his associates to maintain the old 
fiame by which the service was known 
originaly—the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company. That company began 
to make Coast marine history in 1860, 
when it operated one passenger vessel 
named the Goliath on the run between 
San Francisco and San Diego. Later 
the Goliath was replaced by the 
Senator. 

In 1875, Pacific Coast Steamships 
placed the Victoria in service between 
San Francisco and Victoria, and subse 
quently operated many vessels in the 
Coast trade until 1907, when the first 
of the Alexander boats, the Dorothy 
began to establish the family name 
In 1916 the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company sold out to a new concern, 
called the Pacific Steamship Company, 
which operated between California, 
State of Washington and Alaska ports 
Then a year later it entered the Orient 
trade, with the steamers Umatilla and 
Senator 

This service was greatly augmented 
in 1921, when the United Btates Ship 
ping Board provided Pacific Steam 
ships with five combination freight 
and passenger carrying vessels, which 
operated between Seattle, Victoria and 
Manila, and bore the names of United 
States presidents, These operated un- 
der the Dollar management, as the 
Admiral Line, following 1922, showing 
the Dollar sign on flag and stack. In 
1926 the name was changed to Ameri- 
ean Mail Line 

At present the American Mail Line 
la operating a number of freight ships 
between Seattle and the Orient, When 
trans-Pacific passenger service will be 
resumed is anybody's guess.
